The Colored Mas Who Saved the 
Lives of the Nine 
Mystery 
Passengers is Handsomely 
Remembered for 
His

son, colored, who saved the lives of the 
nine persons who were aboard the yacht 
••Mystery'' when she capsized in Jamai- 
ca Bay on Sunday, is to be presented 
with a handsome gold medal by the 
Windward clnb, as a testimonial to his 
bravery. 
The medal will be of gold, 88 
penny weights. 
From a bar on which 
is to be engraved, '•Presented to Frank 
Robinson," will be suspended a diminu- 
tive yawl, emblem tical of the boat 
which Robinson used. 
From the boat, 
and connected with it by small anchor 
chains, will hang the medal itself. The 
center piece will represent the "Mys- 
tery" under full sail. 
On the reverse 
will be placed this inscription: 


IN APPRECIATION OF THE HEROISM IN ; 
RKSCUING NINE PERSONS FROM THE WRECK : 
OF THE VACHT "MYSTERY," IN JAMAICA : 
UAY. JULY 11, 1887. 


On the main sail will be placed these 
words, used by Robinson when the ship- 
wrecked,

year Mr. Gibbert will go on with his in- 
vestigations into the structure of the Ap- 
palachian mountains and of coal beds 
and sandstone deposits yielding petrol- 
eum and natural gas along their western 
banks. 
The area in Elliott county, Ky., 
which is now being prospected for dia- 
monds, falls within the division, but the 
officers of the survey have given but 
faint encouragement to the prospectors. 
They have shown that the great miner- 
al resources of the Cumberland plateau 
take the form of coal, iron, oil and gas 
and posesses permanent value, exceeding 
that of the silver of Nevada, the gold of 
California, or the diamonds of the cape.

A GREAT 
ENTERPRISE. 


The New Centlivre Street Car Line Far 
Reaching 
in Its Advantages— 
Everyone Interested in the 
liew Project—A Glance 
Over the Field. 


In and about Fort Wayne there are 
live and substantial evidences of growth 
and prosperity, but a project that de- 
serves more than passing notice is the 
Centlivre street oar line. Of course, it 
is a private investment, but it reaches a 
home industry that stretches its arms 
all over northern Indiana and into Ohio 
and Michigan, reaping for Fort Wayne 
a constant harvest of wealth. The in- 
stitutions that bring money to a city 
alone enrich it and contribute to local 
progress. 
But the street car line is not 
solely of a private character. 
It reaches 
into a rather a remote and growing por- 
tion of the city, linking it closely with 
the business centers, and next year a 
handsome school for the feeble minded 
children will be erected within a few 
blocks of this new oar line, adding more 
and more importance to its speedy con- 
struction. 
It connects, too, with a line 
of steamers and boats on the St. Joe 
river and gives Fort Wayne new promi- 
nence in this respect. 


T h k 
S b n t i n e i j representative has had 
a pleasant chat with Mr. Louis 
Cent- 
livre, the pleasant gentleman to whom 
this new project will serve as a monu- 
ment indicitive of his tireless industry 
and enterprise. 


Several months ago Mr. Centlivre 
passed a hardware house in Chicago and 
saw a lot of light " T " rails outside the 
building. 
Incidentally he stepped in 
and inquired the price. It was so much 
lower than he expected, that 
without 
giving the matter more than a second 
thought, he ordered sufficient iron to 
lay the track, and in less than two weeks 
it was delivered and track laying had 
been commenced on a street car line 
projected from the great French brewery 
to the north end of Calhoun street, via 
Spy Run avenue and Superior street. 


The immediate supervision of the con- 
struction was placed in the hands of Mr. 
Edwin Evans, a veteran and thoroughly 
reliable railway builder, who was iden- 
tified with the construction of both the 
Wabash and Nickel Plate lines. Mr. 
Centlivre gave him instructions to push 
the work with all possible diligence and 
so faithfully has he followed his intruc- 
tions that in grading with forty teams 
and a large force of men the line can 
begin operations on Sunday next. 


The appearance of the road difiers 
from that of the ordinary railway only in 
the superiority of its construction. The 
ties are not rough hewn logs but are all 
square sawed and of even length, and 
placed at an uniform distance of 
fifteen 
inches apart. 
Alight " T " rail is se- 
curely spiked thereon, the top of the rail 
being flush with the grade of the avenue 
so that no obstruction is encountered by 
the wheels of passing vehicles. The 
course of the track is not straight down 
the middle of the avenue. 
It might em- 
barrass passing vehicles if this h ^ been 
done, but it makes manv an obliging 
deflection from the line of the crooked 
roadway and, while a straighter and 
shorter route is thus secured, it becomes 
anything b u t a hindrance to the travel 
of vehicles and pedestrains. 
Wherever 
it becomes necessary t o cross t h e road 
the space between the tracks is planked 
the full width of the crossing. 
In one 
place, near the old reunion grounds, the 
road follows a high and narrow embank- 
ment, which gave too little room to pass- 
ing teams. 
Here Mr. Centlivre has, at 
an expense of $500 to himself, widened 
the roadway and laid his tracks where 


there waa no embankment before. In 
so doing he has rendered a public ser- 
vice that will not be forgotten. 


The order for street cars and rich 
equipments has been placed with a large 
St. Loais manufactory and they wiU be 
ready 
for 
shipment 
this 
evening. 
They will be found to be models of 
beauty, convenience and comfort, and 
the patronage of the line from the be- 
ginning should be good. For the present 
but two cars will be run. 
They will 
have a driver only on week days, and on 
Sundays will carry a conductor. 
These 
men will be uniformed and will give po- 
lite attention to all passengers and ex- 
pect it in return. 
Near the north end 
of the line will be the company's stables 
well stocked with horses that are adapt- 
ed to the work 
In front of Judge Che- 
ney's residence will be a switch 
where 
the cars will pass each other. The 
round trip will be made in twenty min- 
utes, which means that a car will start 
from each end of the route every ten 
minutes, and this service 
will be in 
creased as the patronage extended im- 
proves. 


It was the purpose of the Messrs. 
Centlivre to extend the line from Spy 
Run avenue across the bridge, at the 
woolen mills, and continue it west to Cal- 
houn street, making the city terminus at 
a point on Superior street, 
immediately 
north of the Nickel Plate depot, where 
connection with the trains of that road 
and the system of the Citizens' street 
car line would be direct. 
The city 
council has granted them the necessary 
charter for that part of the construction, 
which is within the municipal limits, 
but, unfortunately, the county com- 
missioners interpose a positive objec- 
tion to the use of the river bri Ige for 
street car purposes. 
One of the two 
reasons given is that the bridge is 
covered and narrow and the progress of 
a street car through it might frighten 
horses and cause disaster. 
This reason, 
while it is not controlling in other cities 
is better than the second objection 
raised, which is that the strength of the 
bridge is not sufficient to withstand the 
weight of a loaded car with its horses. 


The county commissioners hope to 
overcome these obstacles by erecting a 
new iron bridge in place of this shaky 
wooden structure next year, and just 
here arises a question of wisdom. To 
tear this bridge away next spring will 
seriously cripple the business of the 
Messrs. Centlivre and inconvenience 
this house in establishing its spring 
business, on which is based the success 
of the year. It may also defer the erec- 
tion of the new school for feeble minded 
children, and both of these calamities 
can be avoi<^ed if the commissioners so 
decide. It is said that they have funds 
enough on hand now to construct a new 
bridge and they certainly have time 
enough to accomplish the work before 
winter comes. 
The improvement must 
be 
made and the old bridge must 
come 
down 
even 
if 
the 
street 
car 
line 
or the Messrs. 
Centlivre 
w«re in no way interested. 
Is it 
not the proper thing to build this new 
bridge at once, thereby giving the en- 
terprising proprietors 
of the French 
brewery an opportunity to extend their 
street car line from Spy Run avenue to 
the foot of Calhoun street, via Superior 
street. 
It will also facilitate and insure 
the construction of the state school for 
feeble minded persons next spring and 
help along the boom that is sending 
Fort Wayne and Allen county to the 
front. 


Citizens are looking into this matter 
and some of them are preparing a mon- 
ster petition praying the county commis- 
sioners to erect a new bridge on Spy run 
avenue this season, 


Mr, C, L. Centlivre, his sons, Messrs. 
Louis and Charley Centlivre, and Mr. 
John Beuss, can rest assured that the 
people of Fort Wayne recognize their 
enterprise and will back them with the 
substantial evidences of good will that 
their energies have e a r n ^ . 


In the meantime T h e S k n t i n b I í hopes 
the county commissioners will give the 
subject the consideration it merits.

The 


Anatomists divide the ear into the 
external, the middle, and the internal 
ear. The first consists of the visible 
external organ, m cartilaginous and 
fleshy 
structure, of the form 
best 
adapted to collect the atmospheric vi- 
brations, and the meatus or tubular 
opening leading to the typanum. The 
typanum is a firm fibrous membrane 
stretched across the opening, whose oU 
fice, as its name implies, is to commimi- 
cate vibrations like the head of a drum. 
The middle ear is a cavity about the 
form and size of a kidney bean ; from 
its lower point a tubular canal de- 
scends to the side of the pharynx, 
where it terminates in a trumpet-like 
expansion ; this canal is called the Eu- 
stachian tube. 
Across the middle ear 
is stretched a chain of three small 
bones, connected with each other by 
cartilage 
tendon. 
These 
are the 
malieus or mallet, the inctis or anvil, 
and the stapes or stirrup, each named 
from some fancied resemblance. The 
office of this chain, which is attached to 
the typanum at one end, and to the 
membrane covering the foramen 
ovale 
at the other, is to transmit the vibra- 
tions of the air ; to aid in this, they are 
controlled by three minute muscles, 
which serve to regulate the tension of 
the membrane of the typanum, and the 
jressure of the stapes against the mem- 
of the foramen ovale. 
The in- 
ternal ear, also called the labyrinth, to 
which the external and middle ear are 
but the ante-rooms, consists of the ves- 
tibule, the three semi-circular canals, 
and the cochlea. 
The vestibule is an 
irregular cavity shut out from the mid- 
dle ear by the membrane covering the 
foramen ovale, and communicating with 
the semi-circidar canals in five open- 
ings, two of these canals being joined 
at one end. 
The cochlea is a bony 
structure resembling in structure a 
snail shell ; internally it is divided by a 
lamina, bony, ligamentous, and muscu- 
lar, into two cavities, which communi- 
cate at the top of the cochlea in a 
curved channeL 
The bony axis of the 
cochlea has numerous orifices, through 
which pass the filaments of the auditory 
nerve. 
The whole internal ear is lined 
with a delicate serous menibrane, con- 
taining a fluid called perilymph. In 
the vestibular portion is found a crys- 
talline pt>wder, the office of which is 
supposed to be to communicate the vi- 
brations to the nervous surfaces. The 
internal and middle ear are situated 
wholly within the temporal bone, which 
is here much thicker and harder than 
elsewhere, in order to protect the deli 
cate and complicated structure from 
injury. 
The form of the external ear 
varies materially in different races of 
mdD. 
While congentail deafness is 
usually the result of deficiency or mal 
*ormation of some portion of the organ, 
Accidental deafness usually arises from 
mucous secretions, the result of inflam- 
mation, clogging, or thickening the 
membranes of the middle ear, or ulcer- 
ation attacking the little bones and 
causing their discharge; inflammation 
of the serous membrane of the laby- 
rinth ; or paralysis of the 
auditory 
nerve.

The Death of Mrs. Caroline HonsemaB 
Recalls Pioneer Days. 


Caroline E. Houseman was born July 
22, 1843, in Huntington, Ind., died 
Jane 14, 1887, aged forty-three years, 
eleven months and twenty-two days. 
She was the daughter of John House, 
man, and was married to Reuben Rob- 
seau Nov. 27, 1860. 
She was mother to 
six children, two of whom preceded her 
to the land of rest. 
She was a good 
mother, a loving wife and always a kind 
friend. 


A large concourse of friends and 
neighbors gathered at the North Union 
chapel June 16, where the funeral ser- 
mon was preached by Elder M. L. Bla- 
ney, from Romans 8th chapter, 20th 
and 21st verses. 
The thoughts so forci- 
bly impressed by the occasion, and the 
aptness of the speaker's thoughts and 
illustrations cannot fail to accomplish 
great good among those who heard the 
sermon. 
The remains were followed by 
a large crowd to the Bullard grave yard, 
where the interment took place and 
where she sleeps in hope of the resurec- 
tion.
